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1. Before Her, Hungftrjr stood fourth among the world *'s 

bauxite prdducfng countries, geologists estimate Hungary* s 

bauxite deposits' at about 250 milTiori tons, but Hungarian experts put 
it at 192 million tons at most. Production in 1952 was 1,257,841 tons. 
Almost 80 percent of this production went to the Soviet Union, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Germany (Soviet Zone). Only about 20 percent was processed 
in Hungary into aluminum, which was used mainly by the Hungarian armament 
industries (motor vehicles and airplanes). 

2. In 1946 the Hungarian Government was coerced into placing bauxite mining 
in the hands of a joint Hungarian-Soviet company. This 50*50 Soviet 
participation naturally meant complete Soviet control of production. 
However, the individual plants for the most port remained independent 
until Peb 1948, At that date all private bauxite a.nd aluminum works 
were nationalized, namely:
